The weather served up a weird 
mixture of torrential 
rains and 
blinding dust in the drought-parch­ 
ed South today. 
A cold front slammed through 
the area, where a heat wave has 
sent temperatures towards the 100- 
degree mark for 2 1-2 weeks. The 
results included winds up to 55 
miles per hour, up to 2 inches of 
rain, and at least one tornado to 
the north. 
The winds clawed at topsoil in 
the Syracuse, Kau., area, near the 
Colorado border and sent up dust 
clouds which cut visibility to zero 
Monday night. 
In contrast, heavy rains swept 
farmlands which are suffering a 
marathon drouth 
Imperial, Neb., 
got 2 inches of rain in six hours 
and more thunderstorms were pre­ 
dicted today from the east slopes 
of the Rockies through most of 
the Southwest and on to the upper 
Great Lakes. 
The rains set off flash floods in 
the Marshall, Mo., area, where 
several streams were out of their 
banks. 
There were more flood 
dangers in Indiana, 
where the 
lower White river was expected 
to crest at Elliston 2 or 3 feet 
above flood level and the Wabash 
was ready to go over its banks at 
Montezuma and Terre Haute. 
To the north, a tornado hit the 
Ivanhoe, Minnesota, area Monday 
night.

Yet he 
acts like the kind of a man who 
just might ride them oat safely. 
Certainly his appointment hat 
blunted the issue. And it may alae 
turn out that voters generally, mr 
even regionally, are not nearly so 
concerned with it today as con­ 
testants in this field appear to 
imagine.

In July Will Test 


Illinois Defense 


CHICAGO (W—Illinois next month 
will once again test its readiness 
to cope with the emergencies that 
would spring up in an atomic bomb 
attack 
“Operation Alert, 1956,” for Illi­ 
nois will be part of a nationwide 
exercise testing federal, state and 
local preparedness against enemy 
attack July 20-26 
The six-day test centers around 
the assumption that the continen­ 
tal United States is under nuclear 
attack. 
Four hypothetical bombs will 
fall on Illinois—two of them in the 
'Chicago area. .In addition, Civil 


I Defense authorities are planning to 
| combat simulated 
sabotage and 
germ warfare. 
Illinois Civil Defense Director 
I General 
Robert Woodward said 
I “WTe intend to give our Civil De- 
fense organizations real problems. 
“We now have more than 350,- 
000 Illinois volunteers and we’re 
attempting to create a defense 
corps 
that s both 
flexible and 
alert,” Woodward said. 
Chicago’s 
two 
make - believe 
bombs will be of the five-megaton 
nuclear type. 
That means each 
bomb will have more potential des­ 
tructive power than the combined 
total of all explosives dropped by 
both United States and British air 
forces during World War II. 
Two smaller bombs—equivalent 
to only 100,000 tons of TNT—will 
fall on the Springfield and Daven­ 
port-Rock Island-Moline areas. 
“Operation Alert’s” basic plan­ 
ning assumes President Eisenhow­ 
er will proclaim a national emer­ 
gency at 8:50 CST July 20. 
Ten minutes 
later a warning 
siren will pierce through Chicago, 
and 3 hours and 45 minutes later— 
the bombs will fall. 
Approximately three hours will 
lie between the first warning and 
the actual bombing. During this 
lull, state Civil Defense authorities 
plan to busy themselves co-ordina­ 
ting evacuation, distributing medi­ 
cal and fooa supplies to key depots 
and combating hypothetical sabo­ 
tage. 
Immediately following the make- 
believe blast, Civil Defense work­ 
ers will shift their attention to un­ 
snarling traffic, caring for refugee, 
and repairing supposedly damaged 
public works such as water mains 
and electric lines. 
The key to the entire program 
seems to live in Conelrad — an 
emergency 
communications sys­ 
tem already established by the 
government. 
To form Conelrad, 
two clear channels have been set 
up. They are at 640 and 1240 on 
a normal radio dial. 
As soon as 
the alert is sounded, all govern­ 
ment messages will be shifted to 
these two channels.

EVERY now and then a police 
patrol car hides from oncoming 
traffic.

hreatening political pressure or 
ronomic insecurity for the dep- 
ity of the law. Who is most un­ 
fair with the public — the police­ 
man who “ sneaks’* from hiding 
or the traffic violator who tries to 
get away with his “ minor” law­ 
breaking?

Ju s­ 
tice alone may satisfy our desire

Hell's Canyon 
Dam Approved 
By House Group 


WASHINGTON (UR)—The House 
Interior Committee today approved 
a bill to authorize federal construc­ 
tion of a 350-million-dollar dam in 
Hell’s Canyon on the Idaho-Oregon 
border. 
The roll call vote was 15-13. With 
two exceptions, it was along party 
lines. 
The controversial dam would be 
located on the Snake River on the 
Idaho-Oregon border. 
A similar bill was approved by 
the Senate Interior Committee last 
week and Senate Democratic Lead­ 
er Lyndon B, Johnson (D-Tex> said 
it will be brought up for full Sen­ 
ate action in a week or two. 
The House committee action was 
taken without debate. Rep. Wayne 
N. Aspinall (D-Colo) called for ap­ 
proval of the bill. 
It was the committee’s second 
try on getting a vote on the bill. 
Last week a quorum of members 
failed to appear and Democrats 
charged that Republicans had boy­ 
cotted the meeting. 
The dam would be the second 
highest in the nation. 
Engineers 
have called the site the best one 
remaining on a major stream. 
The administration is opposed to 
the federal dam, and opponents 
have predicted freely the measure 
would be vetoed by President Eis­ 
enhower, if it ever clears Congress.
